cial bill, the most drastic in French history, was pronounced 
unacceptable tonight by party leaders in the chamber of 
deputies. It was expected the premier would call the cabinet 
together tonight to revise his program sufficiently to win 
support forjts passage.

Nebraska has now entered on the last two 


months of what is probably-the greatest manu- 
facturing year in its history. 


Figures already given but by such impartial 


agencies as national builders' organs'show that 
this state has enjoyed, an enormously increased 
construction record. Towns all over the state, 
large and small, report that previous high 
marks have been broken, and still the permits 
pile up.

prices of corn will delay market- 
ings until next spring, when the 
run' may be somewhat larger than 
was indicated in the June survey. 
L,ast year a short corn crop and 
high prices stimulated the 
ITIOTV- 


ment to market during tho winter 
months. 
If mere sows are kept for farrow- 


ing next spring than were kept f*' 
farrowing last spring the vinto 
marketings this year will be still 
further 
reduced, the department 


says. 
The June pig survey indicated a 


1925 spring pig crop in the corn 
belt more than 10 per cent smaller 
than that of 1924, or a decrease iif 
around 3,500,000 head. 
This crop 
moves 
during the seven 
months, 


November to Jilay, about 62 per cen; 
of the total for the seven months 
on the average being marketed clur- 
irg the four winter months Nov-. 
ember to February. 
It is now apparent, the depart- 


ment says that the pig surveys of 
1924 under-indicated the corn belt 
crop of that year by about G per 
cent, so that instead of a decrease 
in the supply for slaughter of 11,- 
000,000 head below the 1923 produc- 
tion indicated by the surveys, the 
actual decrease was somewhat less 
than 7,000.000 head. 


A ' considerable part of this dif-

THIS 


WHEN FALLING ON BALL. 
When a player falls on a fumbeld 


ball he should pull it into him and 
at the same time double himself 
half around it, as in the first pic- 
ture. In diving for the ball be sure 
to get your body over and around 
it. It is quite obvious if you are 
i nths lead in a rush for it 
you 


will beat all those behind you in 
securing it. The thing to watch for 
is to prevent opponent coming in 
from other directions taking it from 
you. 
Hence, block them off with 


your body as you draw your legs 
up around the ball and cover 
it 


with your arms as you pull it into 
you. 
Don't fall on a ball by reaching 


out for it and holding it as in the 
second .illustration. Any opponent 
can take it from you . by 
merely 


dropping on your ams and pulling- 
the ball into his body. 


All the above applies 
when a 


runner carrying tho ball is thrown. 
He should pull the ball -well-into 
him to avoid fumbles or an oppo- 
nent taking the ball 
from him. 


Some runners sometimes push the 
ball out in front of them as they 
are tackled, as in the second illus- 
tration.

Mike Hyland, head football coach 


at Grinnell college, a member of 
the Missouri Valley conference, is a 
strong believer in having- plays that 
can be termed "combination, play's/' 
so that they can be used as passes 
or runs, thus 
always 
having a 


threat with which to confuse the 
opposition^ 


In diagraming his play, the'Grin- 


nell coach has merely lined up both 
teams, as shown, and in his de- 
scription of it clearly shows where 
each man goes. He says: 


"Every strong- play must be pro- 


tected by a similar 
play, 
which 


strikes at a different spot, called 
check plays. Every team will have 
a number of plays aimed inside or 
outside the 
opposing 
tackle, and 


this play is used to protect the in 
and outside tackle plays. Line from 
end to end checks, as on all passes 
Left end goes down deep to take 
right half with him. 
Right 
half 


and full drive through the opening 
between tackle and end, and con- 
tinue 
on through, 
the 
fullback 


blocking the opponents' left tackle, 
so he cannot 
follow 
through to 


hurry a pass. Quarter receives ball 
from center, hands it to the 
left 


half, just like on a tackle smash, 
and then runs to 'spot left vacant 
by opponent's right half, who will 
ha\e followed the left end. 
Left 


half hands ball to right end, on 
line of scrimmage, and right end 
pivots out of this hole, runs 1o a 
position five yards back of the cen- 
ter and passes to the quarter. If 
opponent's right half does not fol- 
low left end, the pass is made to 
the left end. 
The success of the 


play is in the timing, as the hall 
must be handled quickly and clean- 
ly. 
If a run is desired instead of 


a pass, it is i irtually the same, ex- 
cept the linemen' block instead of 
check, and the quarter takes the 
opposing right end. instead of going 
down for the pass."

Miss Einma J. Hedges 
hasn't 


titood on the sWe lines and cheered 
the progress of woman. 


Not at all.

She was working out her own 
.problem* when other wome*i were 
•wondering whether or not women 
•would ever succeed In/the world 
of business and phe was out fight - 
ing tor and securing her own rights, 
and blazing a way 
for those to 
com* when the majority of women 
had Just discovered that delight- 
ful phrase to bandy about, "wo- 
men's rights." 
Silas Hedges is heart 
and sottl 
tor them, but she !:• not taken 
lime to debate and argue on the 
subject. 
She just went out and 
brought home a new-right all by 
"herself. 
And sho didr.'t stand oil plat- 
forms and ptead the place of women 
with men, and persuade men that 
•women were needed in the work- 
aday world, that it had a place for 
them, and that women wanted to

Uncle Ike marnc-d and soon after- 
ward mig-iated to the Ozark hill 
country in the southern part of the 
stat<> where the dry n-ir and the 
breath of the pines gradually re- 
stored him to perfect health. 
And thus it happened that liar- 


old Bell Wright, upon arriving at 
the Xotch post office, which is the 
center of a larg-e, thinly populated 
mountain district, found a man not 
only robust and strong physically, 
but also with a lo\e and admiration 
for those rugged hills that perme- 
ated his whole being and overflowed' 
upon all those with whom ne came 
in contact 
An author could not 
have mot a more timely character 
for undoubtedly much of the ma- 
terial and a vast amount of the 
inspiration 
for "The Shepherd of 


the Hills," was furnished by Uncle 
Ike. In fact, according to the old 
fellow's own statement, he was ths 
only on-iR-inal character described 
in the novel, the rest being evolved 
from the author's imagination. 


Before leaving our old friend, he 
had consented to be photographed

Lincoln has but a handful of 
chronic truants now, aecoiding to 
Mish Frances Piekarskl, the M»it- 
ing- teacher, and some of those aio 
cured from time to time. Miss 
Edith 
Tully 
Fiala. 
attendance 
worker, find' Miss Harriet 
Towne, 
director of child welfare work, con- 
cur In the theory that the "bad 
boy" is not headed straight for jail 
or gallows, but that something is 
tho matter with his 
home, his 


school, or his own health. 
Cold statistics show much the 
same 
truancy decrease as they 
claim. From a high point of 5 tru- 
ants to every 100 pupils in 1917, the 
war year, there has been an almost 
uniform decrease to less 
than 2 
truants in 1924. Xot much change 
is noted in 
tardiness In 
grade 
schools, but at 
tho higrti school 
there has been a decided diminu- 
tion of this laxnoss. 
Hookey-play ing- bojs are usually 
dealt with by tho principal of the 
school which they attend, but in 
unusual or extreme cases, the mat- 
ter is turned over to Miss Tovuie's 
office and handled through either 
the attendance worker or the school 
teacher. They are constantly 
at 
work -with a hundred other details 
of child 
welfare, 
also, and 
the 
problem of trunacy consumes less 
of their time now, probably than U: 
did two years ago. 
Nervousness rather than devilish- 
ness has been found to be the 
prime factor In flagrant cases of 
truancy. The boy, or sometimes 
the girl, does not need a sound 
whipping, but a sound medical ex- 
amination. 
Sometimes there 
are 
home conditions whlh can be cor- 
rected, and" the child's nervousness 
with them, 
A hate of the school he attends, 
a fancied grievance against it oc- 
casionally 
accounts tor a pupil's 
stubborn attitude against legular 
hours. 
But once in a long v\hlle 
after a pupil 
taste? freedom, no 
bracing of his nerves, Improving: 
his home nor making changes at 
school can induce him to mark 
time. He is constant for a year or 
two, perhaps, then breaks away 
froni routine. And once in a long- 
while, such a pupil Is sent to a re- 
form school to think it over. 
There has been a big change in 
the attitude of educators in the l-u,t 
ten years, also. Once the\ 
were 
glad to get rid of a naughty child— 
no more trouble from Randolph, 
thank g-oodness. 
Pupils might be 
taken from school for two or three 
weeks in harvest time, or stay 
away 
from classes for nny cause 
without serious investigation. Their 
names were dropped from the list 
after three days, and that vsas the 
end of It. 
Perhaps the new interest taken 
by teachers 111 the -uheieabouts oi 
their students every day accounts 
for the impression that truancy is 
increasing over the country, sug- 
gests Miss Towne. Certainly It has 
not actually increased in any com- 
munity under her observation, she 
says.

With Crocodiles 


DURBAN, Africa, Nov. 7.— (T. N. 


S.)—After a terrific struggle in a 
small boat amid mountainous waves, 
a grim journey across crocodile in- 
fested swamps, and many adven- 
tures with savages, the crew of the 
t i n v 133-ton whaler Normann have 


reached their homes at Port Dur- 
ban. 


According to the crew's story,. th» 


whaler was making for 
Durban 


when a wild storm broke and the 
vessel was swamped in the heavy- 
seas, which 
also 
quenched 
the 


furnaces. 


As the whaler drifted closer and 


closer to the shore of Saint Lucia 
Bay, which is approximately 250 
miles northeast oC Durban, the crew 
of nine launched their sole lifeboat 
in an attempt to reach the shore. 


After 
a 
fifteen-hour 
struggle 


during which they had to incessant- 
ly bale out water with their sea. 
boots, the sailors safely beached 
their boat, only to find that they 
had landed in one of the most deso- 
late parts In Zululand. 


The only route to Durban, lay 


across desolate swamps, the play- 
ground of hosts of crocodiles. Guid- 
ed by a. few savages they crossed 
the swamps, keeping off the croco- 
diles with weapons borrowed fron» 
the natives. 


They at length reached the Euro- 
pean outpost 
twenty 
miles from 


where they started, and, after food 
and rest, were able to proceed to 
Durban.

In the play "King Lear," Mantell 


takes a place in the stage of his

Mantell's King 
Lear," taken all In all, is his mas 
terwork 
There is a 
tremendous 
'orce of genius in it that ne\er 
fails to stun the onlooker How- 
ever blase the theater-goer may be 
—however he may despise or affect 
to despite the elocutionary art of 
Shakespeare In this age of stage 
realism, he cannot sit In. the theatei 
when Mantell is playing Lear with- 
out being caught in the cyclonic 
of tragic emotion 


On January 
27, 1923, Mantell 
made his first engagement In Bos- 
ton in seven years 
Mantell has 


shunned the center of New England 
culture. He had been treated un- 
mercifully on his last previous \ isit 
The critics had \ied with each other 
then in the art of \ivisection They 
had found every imaginable fault 
with his company and his produc- 
tions, and had concluded that ' be- 
sides" Mantell himself was a "harn 
actor" and ' barnstormer " The few 
plaj goers who attended the per- 
formances thioughout the fortnight 
of fusillade scarcely daied laise a 
dissenting voice against the con- 
sensus of opinion of the learned 
gentlemen of the press, and the en 


Tenement was a remarkable failure, 


ai t stically and financially. 
Mantel! did not forget the ex 


perience "\Vhene\er he saw Boston 
on hi& route sheet, he felt ev en his 
ough courage ooze Eo much of it 


would seep away as the time ap- 
pi cached to fill the-date that he 
would end up by seeking and find- 
Ing an excuse for cancelling the en- 
gagement It was the only city In 
America he f«ared. All the others 
he had conquered Today Mantell 
has conqueied Boston and reigns 
supreme. 


In 1«13 he screwed up his cour- 
age to the sticking point It was 
at that time that he conquered Bos- 
on by a campaign of publicity that 
w as wholly legitimate and dignified,

NUMBING POVERTY'S 


STING. 


A significant social change in the America of today 


was blazoned forth in the news of Thursday: 


"The county poorhouse of song and story, a place 


of stark-desolation, drudgery and unpleasant environ- 
ment, has virtually passed from the middle w-st and 
now serves chiefly as a 
warning 
to youth to bo 


thrifty." 


In the same dlsp:J^h the information is given out 


that poorhouse population in these central states has 
declined several hundred in the last ten or fifteen 
years. Two good crop years in North Dakota emptied 
two of the six state poorhouses, and only fifty-four 
persons are cared for at the other four. Similar con- 
ditions are reflected from compilations made in Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Missouri, Iowa, Michigan and Indiana. 


Now we know that poverty has not passed. To 


the contrary, VI experience of the last few years has 
taught this nation that charity and philanthropy ar-i 
more urgently needed, and practiced than they ever 
have been before in the world's history. This is an 
age when charity has become a. part of the habits 
of life. 
One expects 
to 
contribute to worthwhile 


causes, including the support of numerous agencies 
which owe their existence to the very considerable 
effort which is being made to lighten the burdens 
and misery of those less fortunately placed in life. 
The average family which maintains a budget sets 
aside a certain sum for charitable contributions. The 
practice has become so firmly fixed that never a 
question arises when the subject of contributing In 
charity arises. 
Those who can afford to give have 


come to accept it as a part of their responsibility to 
society. 


This situation, may in part explain why the poor- 


houses of the country are gradually being empt.. .1 
Hundreds who formerly found refuge there are being 
cared for by agencies which have less repellent asso- 
ciations. The decrease in poorfarm population is nol 
due to a sudden acquisition of wealth by the multi- 
tude, or to any greatly increased 
degree of thrift 


among those of more modest means, although we 
know that the habits of saving are more strongly 
fixed upon the people of this country than ever be- 
fore and that insurance has come like a blessing to 
eliminate much of the distress and suffering occa- 
sioned by death. But even in this land of ph-u 
•with all of its evidences of wealth and luxury, lip 
still has Its thorns for 
hundreds of thousands of 


people, In the great cities boys and girls are born 
In the most squalid auiiosphc-re, pass through life 
without surcease from the grind and toil of pov^rtj 
and find twilight shadows closing down upon them 
without hope except that furnished by the gem>rosit> 
of their fellows. Nor is misfortune and 
suffciin..- 


confined to the largo centers of population. In tho 
smaller cities and in the rural districts, here am 
there are families with whom fate has dealt unkindly 
* * * 


These central states have 
been 
spending great 


sums of money to numb the sting of poverty hy pro 
vlding more attractive surroundings for those un- 
fortunately placed. 


Michigan's expenditures for this purpose increased 


from $904,943 in 1314 to $2,678,563, with fewer inmates 
last year than ten years before. Indiana has fewer 
to care for than thirty years ago and yet spent nearl- 
$2,000,000 in 1S24, or double the amount of ten years 
ago. 


There is no record which adequately 
reflects 


America's great heart. 


Take Lancaster county for example. 
Ten years ago the total funds derived from direct 


taxation for the care and support of the indigent in 
Lancaster aggregated less than $15.000. In 1924 this 
county spent $33,055.22 in this work, of which onlv 
$10,712.07 went to the county poor farm. Over twic<* 
as much was spent In other forms of relief. For ex- 
ample, blind pensions called for an expenditure of 
JG.175; mothers' pensions, $(i,S25, and other relief, 
mostly represented by occasional orders for food, fuel 
and clothing, cost .nt.ntUl.22. In 1025, ?DO,000 will go 
for these purposes. 


It is a glorious tribute to America that she has 


resolved to put an end to tho drab memory of the 
old institution. 
Perhaps we have been too generous 


,—

stances of extravagance. But 
the remedy nlway 


rests with the people of this country. To make it 
possible for hundreds who otherwise would h.ivo ti> 
spend their remaining days 
in almshouscs to live 


quietly and comfortably outside of these institutions 
challenges the claims of those who can see nothing 
but bad In our present social order. 


NEW YORK'S FIRST NEWSPAPER. 


Just 200 years ago, on November S, 1725, the first 


newspaper ever printed in New York was published. 
It wag the New York Gazette and was a weekly, as 
were the three -which had previously come into being 
in the colonies, two in Boston, the metropolis, and one 
in Philadelphia. 
The editor and publisher was Wil- 


liam Bradford, an Englishman, who had learned his 
trade In his native country and accompanied William 
Penn to America, bringing with him, upon invitation 
of the latter, his printing press. 


Bradford first established himself in Pennsylvania, 


reaching that colony before the founding of Phila- 
delphia. There he promptly got himself into trouble, 
but proved himself to be a worthy father for the trade 
and profession of printing and publishing in the new 
world. He. dared to print, without special authoriza- 
tion from the governor, a copy 
of the charter of 


Pennsylvania and he was promptly haled before the 
deputy governor, a.vain and officious individual, to 
answer for his misdemeanor. 


This official declared that printing was to be sup- 


pressed, that printing was against the laws of Eng- 
land and that nothing should be printed without his 
permission. He threatened to require Bradford to 
pay in 560 pounds as security that he would print 
nothing without permission, or "lay him fast." 


But this pioneer printer and publisher was not to 


be bluffed and in subsequent seances which he had 
With the deputy governor he so forcibly and clearly 
laid down the law of a free press that he virtually 
establishes the English law of libel as It was later 
defined by Fox 
through 
parliamentary enactment. 


That statesman Is declato,: to have been influenced 
to a very great extent through knowledge of Brad- 
ford'* contentions. 


To William Bradford, therefore, belongs In a ver- 


freat measure the credit for the freedom of the press 
\rhich Is considered >monsr the most priceless heri- 
tages of American citizenship. 


Bradford continued the publication of the New York 


Gazette for eighteen years without a local rival, in a 
city which is now the center of the publishing busi- 
ness Of the entire country, 
with hundreds, if not 


thousands, Ot periodicals being: issued from its grea' 
presses. Ho and his descendants continued In tho 
newpapcr business for exactly 100 years in New York 
and Philadelphia, the last ono of their productions, 


/ 
* 


tho Philadelphia Mercury, making its appearance in 
ISliS. 


William Bradford died on May 23, 1752, aged eighty- 


nine years. Ills remains lie buried In Trinity church- 
yard, on Broadway, at the head of Wall street and 
though the stone which marks his resting place is a 
modrst ono, he, during his long and active life, builded 
for himself a monument which shall endure long atter 
the great masses of steel and masonry which sur- 
round liis bones shall have crumbled to dust. 


His monument Is a part of the American bill of 


rights. 


MR. COOLIDGE TO VISIT EVERY STATE. 


Assurance comes 
from 
Washington that Calvin 


Coolidge will have visited all of the states of the 
union before his present term of office has been com- 
pleted, if his tentative program is carried out. Of 
course his objective is plain. Every indication oolnts 
to the potential candidacy of Mr. Coolidge in 192S. 
Those closest to the president have been talking it 
for some months In an effort to head off any other 
aspiring candidates. It is certain that these intimates 
and associates would not have spoken as they hax-e 
if another term was repugnant to the president. 


So it has been settled that Mr. Coolidge will en- 


deavor to get on closer terms of contact with his 
constituency. The hurdle which Mr. Coolidge would 
attempt to clear is one which no statesman in Ameri- 
can history has been able to negotiate. Mr. Coolidge's 
renomination and election in 192S would mean that 
he would occupy the White House for approximately 
nine years and four months. 
Now that is one point 


upon which the 
American 
people have remain-- 


adamant. No matter how greatly they have Idolized 
a public man, the traditional two terms, covering 
eight years, has been deemed sufficient. The fact 
that the president's first occupancy of the White 
House came by way of serving an unexpirod tcr:n 
due to the death of the late Warren Harding, wilt 
not greatly alter the situation. 
It would require a 


great change in public sentiment to overcome tin- 
traditional prejudice against permitting a presidenc 
to serve more than eight years. 


Mr. Coolidge will visit the south, the west and the 


Pacific coast. 


He hopes to enlarge the great popularity which he 


now enjoys. 


Irrespective of its 
political 
significance, the anr 


nouncement of the president's determination to visit 
every state in the union is welcome news. Mr. Coo- 
lidge is a product of New England. All of his life 
has been spent in the environment of the Atlantic 
seaboard. 
What he knows of the west has been 


gathered second-hand. Naturally his outlook is re- 
stricted. No matter how sincerely he has endeavored 
to understand the west, he has been handicapped. 
The president's prospective visit to all of the states 
of the union will be of value to him and more par- 
ticularly to those sections which he visits. He will 
have a" clearer perspective of the political problems 
peculiar to each region than he could possibly hop-- 
to secure in any other fashion. The net result of the 
president's visit to every state in the union will be a 
more intelligent handling of the national affairs. 


A MATTER OF ENVIRONMENT. 


It has been revealed that the notorious "Dutch" 


Anderson, who was killed in a battle with a detective 
at Muskegon a few days ago, was the scion of a 
noble Danish family. 


Born under circumstances which should have im- 


pelled him to lead an honorable, upright life, Ander- 
son developed into one of the most desperate criminals 
known to the police of this country. Why? No one 
can answer the question with certainty. There was 
nothing in his earlier JiTo which pave hint of criminal 
proclivities. He lived a sheltered, guarded life until 
he was twenty when he ran away from home. He had 
been given the advantages of education. He had had 
a sufficiency of money during those earlier years, 
more than the average boy receives. 
Still that did 


not prevent him from adopting criminal ways. 


Anderson's chief companion in cum", Gerald Chap- 


man, 
was similarly favored by circumstances. Al- 


though tho "master criminal," as fhapman has been 
.•ailed, refused to divulge his family, it has authorita- 
tively been said that he comes from old, respected 
wealthy stock in New York City. Chapman likewise 
had the advantages of education, with an opportunity 
at college. 


Environment, it will be 
said, 
figured lart- '• 


starting both Anderson and Chapman upon their ca- 
reers of crime. The record is clearer in Anderson's 
case. He was not a vicious lad until he fell in with 
bad companions. Then he was arrested for a minor 
crime in the south of which he pleaded innocence. 
It has been said that the injustice of this conviction 
made him an impl.ic.ible enomy of organized society 
and from that' day forth he c.evcr lost an opportunity 
to even the score with tho law. But even with thai, 
it is said, the finer instincts in Anderson's nature 
might have asserted themselves except for evil in- 
fluence. 


The case." of Anderson and Chapman furnish sup- 


port for the contention that environment is stronger 
thzJn any other factor in shaping a man's life. 
Both 


came from families of irreproachable character back 
over a long period of time. In spite of this heritage 
as an incentive for right living, they became two of 
the most dangerous criminals of this age.

For instance, when 


asked, the comparative strength of 
two radio sets, I have often heard 
persons say that one set was twice 
as loud as the other. 
When they 


say that, they do not understand 
the peculiarities of the ear. On bo- 
ing questioned, they agree that the 
stronger set behaves as if it had 
one more 
slajre of 
amplification 


than tho wcnker set. 
Now one 


more stage of amplification repre- 
sents two hundred times the power 
out put, yet it seems only twice as 
loud. 
This Is a very 
necessary 


condition. If our ears were sensi- 
live to chancres in Intensity, they 
\vould either be insensitive to weak 
sounds, or moderately loud noises 
would be come unbearable. 


The deprree of the ear's insensi- 


tiveness to loudness can be 
well 


illustrated b ythe fact that it Is 
difficult to distinguish between two 
sounds, one of which is twice as 
strong- as tho, other. To make the 
differentiation, it is necessary that 
that both sounds have the 
same 


pitch, the same quality or timbre, 
and that the comparison be rapid 
If as much as thirty seconds is al- 
lowed to olnpso between listening to 
the two .sounds, no conclusion as 
to relative strength 'could be re- 
lied upon.
